Somewhat belated the 1955-“56 edition of "The Concentrates" 
has come off the press,. Lack of time coupled to acute physical 
inertia is proferred as the reason. 

There have been a number of major changes in the Geology 
Department this year. Professor Edmunds has taken a year’s .sabbatical 
to tour the world and his academic duties have been taken over by Dr. 

H. A. K» Charlesvorth, a recent graduate of Glasgow and Cambridge 
Universities. A petroleum engineering course has been initiated this 
year and the first men will graduate in the spring of 1956. The 
facilities for the course have been placed in the former Chemical 
Engineering lab on the west side of the Geology Department. Dr. R. 

B. Shearn, a graduate of Birmingham, is in charge of the course. 

A continually growing department requires enlarged facilities 
end with the construction of the new power plant a chain move will 
take place within two years which will substantially enlarge the 
department. The University maintainance shops on the northeast wing 
of the Engineering Building are being moved into the old power plant 
on the northwest side of the building and the G e ology Department is 
being extended into the area vacated by the maintainance shops. 

That is, the department will extend north of the Geology Library to 
the Blacksmithing Shops. 

A further grant from the Tidewater Associated Oil Coup any has 
enabled the department to add three petrographic microscopes, two 
binocular microscopes and has given considerable assistance to the 
acquisition of additional lapidary equipment including a diamond lap 
and polishing equipment. The library has also benefited from these 
various grants to a significant extent. 

The Geology Library is rapidly gaining recognition as an 
excellent research center with almost a conplete file of Federal 
and Provincial survey publications, the leading journals and other 
material. 

The Geological Survey of Canada, through the National Council 
on Research, has provided the department with an isodynamic separator 
and a flame spectrophotometer. The Saskatchewan Research Council 
has provided a proportional counter. 

This new equipment is essential to a healthy department, but 
of more importance is the rising place the geology department is taking 
amonst the other Canadian Geological departments. Although a relatively 
young department Saskatchewan stands fifth amongst Canadian universities 
granting geologists their first degree. Of interest also is the fact 
that of all universities in Canada Saskatchewan’s 1956 geology depart¬ 
ment graduating class will be the largest. This is certainly evidence 
of a vigorous department.

Dr. Byers was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada in 
1955 and attended the Society 8 s meeting in Toronto in Marche Congratulations 
from The.Ore Gangue 0 

His summer was spent in the FI in Flon area* assisted by Roger 
Eckstrand, testing a method of geochemical field prospecting,. 


Professor F* H* Edmunds - 

It was mentioned on an earlier page that Professor Edmunds has 
taken a year"s sabbatical to tour parts of the free world* An examination 
of a list of his ports of call read3 like a Fitzgerald travelogue series 
and that follows is a brief resume of his trip* 

Professor Edmunds accompanied by Mrs. Edmunds, left early last 
June by boat for Liverpool* After a short visit in England they moved onto 
the Continent and . in Paris they aet Dr* and Mrs* Spinks (Dr* Spinks was 
one of five scientists to represent Canada at the Geneva Conference)* 

From Paris they motored to Rcrae via Switzerland and then returned to 
England where they toured Scotland* 

An interesting "side” trip at this time carried Professor Edmunds 
to the Middle Eastern oil fields where he took in Lebanon, Syria, Iraq, 
Iran, Kuwait, Bahran, Qatas, Frucial coast and Oman* Returning to 
England he and Mrs, Edmunds junked the Channel to spend Christmas with 
their son who is in the Canadian Army and stationed in Germany* 

From Germany the Edmunds returned to England and took a boat to 
South Africa* After a visit here they plan on covering Australia and 
Mew Zealand arriving in Canada at Vancouver in the late summer of this 
year* Total elapsed time - approximately 15 months* Mileage - 
considerable* 


Dr* Mavdsley spent most of last summer holding the fort at the 
University* One result of the summer*s activities was his report on 
"The Geology of the Middle Foster Lake map area" for the Department of 
Mineral Resources* As President of Section IV of The Royal Society of 
Canada he attended the annual meeting in Toronto where two symposiums of 
major interest were organized, one on the Grenville and the other on 
radioactive dating* The Geological Association of Canada, of which 
Dr* Mavdsley is also president, met with the Royal Society at the same 
time* 


Dr* Mavdsley took two side trips last summer* The first to northern 
Saskatchewan in the Blackstone Lake area and the second to a Nevada gold 
mine situated on the Comstock Lode* 
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Dr. Kitsch was another peripatetic staff member during the 
past strainer* After doing some field work in the Moose Mountain area 
of southeastern Saskatchewan he and his family flew via KLM to Holland 
early in July* From Holland the Kupsch 3 s moved to England for a few 
days, then back to the Continent® From Holland they motored through 
West Germany to the Austrian Alps* Here Dr* Kupsch combined "tourism" 
and geology and made a brief study of some of the Alpine glaciers 
before continuing on to Venice and Florence* From here the Kupsch B s 
retraced their route backJthrough Austria, Germany and finally 
Holland, returning to Canada via KLM in late £a September® 


Dr. H. A. K. Charlesworth - 


H. A. K. Charlesworth was born in Ireland and received his primary 
education there. In 19h9 he crossed the Irish Sea to attend Cambridge 
University, but it was only after being on field trips to several areas 
in the British Isles and France that he decided to major in geology. 

From Cambridge he went to Glasgow University to study for 
his Ph.D. spending his summers in the west of Ireland* He spent the 
winter of 195U-1955 lecturing at the University of St. Andrews and 
playing golf on the world famous course nearby. 

His interests lie in glacial geology and that branch of 
geophysics known as paleorsagnetism he has written papers on both 
subjects. At present he is examining fossila J'rcua the Unity shaft 
and some unusually well preserved graptolites)vLimestone sables gathered 
from the Arctic Islands. He intends working for Imperial Oil this 
summer.

18 monthSo The summer of 1950 saw him in Texas with Humble and in 
the fall of that year he returned to teaching duties at the University 
of Birmingham and began work on his Ph.D* (in addition to his duties 
as lecturer) 0 He received this degree, in Chemical Engineering, in 
December of 195Uo 

Dr„ and Mrs. Shearn arrived in Canada in April, 1955, and 
after a short stay in Saskatoon, they proceeded to Calgary where 
Dr, Shearn spent the summer months with Shell 0il 8 s reservoir 
engineering department in the area office„ 

Dr, Shearn mentioned the significant amount of material 
contributed by various oil companies and equipment manufacturers 
in the form of oil well tools, lab equipment, models, etc. The 
accumulation of material was a slow process generally and this type of 
assistance aided considerably. 

Although this yearns graduates (5) will be men who have 
completed the third year of the geological engineering course it. is hoped 
that in the future third year chemical engineers will enter the 
i*th year of this course,,

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THE ANNUAL WESTERN MEETING 
of the 

CANADIAN INSTITUTE CF MINING AND METALLURGY, 

Saskatoon, Saak. October 17 - 19, 195$ 

"It is fitting that Saskatchewan »s fiftieth birthday should be 
celebrated at a time when the province is reaping the rewards from the 
efforts of the pioneers in mineral resources development in rapidly 
increasing mineral discovery and production on a scale surpassing all 
previous activity in the fields,*' 

In these words, the Honorable J. H- Brockelbank, Minister of 
Natural Resources for the Province, voiced the spirit of the Golden 
Jubilee year commemorating the fiftieth anniversary of this Province, 
which is no longer a Province of "one-crop economy" - wheat. It was, 
therefore, appropriate that the members of the C.I.M.M. in Saskatchewan 
chose to hold the thirty-sixth Annual Western Meeting, and by doing so 
demonstrated that they are now prepared, when the time arises, to 
become host to future meetings of the Col.M.M, 

Registration was handled on the first floor of the Bessborough 
Hotel, the hotel chosen for the meeting. At the registration desk, 
besides obtaining tickets for each day“s function, a folder was 
presented which contained a copy of the program of the meeting, a 
booklet on "Pioneer Geologists in Saskatchewan" by V. 0. Kupsch, and 
another entitled "Progress, a Survey of Saskatchewan Government 
Activity." 

Registration facilities were available at the Bessborough 
during the afternoon and evening of October 16th and again Monday, 
l?th, and throughout the meeting. 

Upto noon of the opening day, 300 persons had registered, and 
before registration was complete nearly 1*00 persons had registered, 
including 65 ladies. Delegates came from as far as Nova Scotia, Yukon, 
Northwest Territories, and California. It is interesting to note 
that student registration made up close to 10 per cent of the total 
number of members registered. The students, all members of the Ore 
Gangue, were given three days leave from classes and were allowed to 
register free of charge» 

The formal part of the meeting got under way at an inaugural 
Plenary Session Monday morning, 17th, when Dr. Y. 0. Fortier, head 
of the Arctic section of the Geological Survey of Canada, addressed 
a large audience on "Geological Exploration of the Canadian Arctic 
Islands." 

A general technical session followed on Monday afternoon with 
W. G. Worcester, Professor Emeritus, University of Saskatchewan, as 
chairman, and Dr. G. H. Charlewood, Provincial Geologist, Manitoba, 
as co-chairman. During the afternoon four papers were presented. 
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On Tuesday, three technical sessions were held simultaneously, 
both in the morning and afternoon. On Wednesday morning, there were 
two simultaneous technical sessions. The technical part of the 
Convention closed with a Plenary Session on Wednesday afternoon. 

Of special interest to all Ore Ganguesters were two papers, one 
presented by Dr. J. B. Mawdsley and the other by Dr. A. R. Byers, 
both of whom are professors at the University of Saskatchewan. 

Dr. Mawdsley's paper "Unfolding of the Geology of Northern 
Saskatchewan" was the second paper of the General Technical Session. 

In his paper Dr. Mawdsley reviewed the progress made in northern 
Saskatchewan as more and more geological exploration and mapping was 
carried out, especially in those areas explored or being explored for 
uranium. 

Dr. Byer's paper, the first of several presented Tuesday 
afternoon was entitled "Geochemical Field Studies in the Flin Flon 
Area, Saskatchewan." Dr. Byer's report was based on a series of tests 
and conclusions reached after he had carried out extensive tests 
over known ore, sub-ore and barren sulfide deposits. 

Luncheons were held each noon throughout the three days. 

On Monday the luncheon was tendered by the Saskatchewan Government 
and as a result most of the student members were able to attend. 

The remaining luncheons and dinners, however, proved to be too costly 
for most student members and very few of them attended any, but the 
first luncheon. It was noted, though, that although many students 
missed the luncheon, very few of them missed the Reception and 
Rendezvous on Monday evening. 

The Convention drew to a close on Wednesday evening with the 
Presidents Ball a fitting climax to the meeting. 

From an Ore Gangue members point of view, the Convention was 
a great experience. For almost all of the student members who attended, 
this was their first real Convention, and, like catnip to a cat, it 
won't be the last.
